Jesuit Stimulates a 
Greater Love of God 



Drawing a parallel between God 
and His creatures, Rev. Robert 
Southard, S.J., of Rockhurst college 
conducted two consecutive illustrat- 
ed lectures on April 7th and 14th. 
The purpose of the talks was to in- 
crease love of God by an apprecia- 
tion of the things He has made. 
“This will help to develop a primary 
loyalty — a loyalty to God,” Father 
stated. 

In the first lecture, Father showed 
the beauty of natural scenes such as 
the Grand Canyon, Yellowstone Lake 
and Yellowstone Falls, and the var- 
ious stages of the sunset as compared 
with man-made beauty. 

Analogies were also drawn be- 
tween man-made architecture, paint- 
ing. and sculpture, to the architecture 
of Nature’s mountains and the deli- 
cate tints and designs of God’s crea- 
tions. 

Animals, plants, and insects were 
also shown in the slides.
